UK v'.sit to the factories in Petrograd'was 
the first object lesson of the tremendous 


zeal of the Soviets to put over their human wel- 
fare program. Not that the factory conditions 
in Petrograd are perfect—far from it.. But the 
government is concentrating its energy on the 
reconstruction of industry on the basis of better 
lives for the workers. . 
. 


The effect of freedom .from tyranny arid of 


having a voice and a share of responsibility in 
the management of their industry was .-written 
on the face of every worker. There-.was a cor- 
dial fellowship and evident sense of equality be- 
tween the workers and their chosen superintend- 
ent and political delegate which I thought must 
have roots in past custom. But when' I enquired 
as to this, I wus told that Russian labor under 
the Czar was of necessity servile because of the 
autocratic conditions. Any sign of protest or 
rebellion had been silenced by machine guns. 


A large proportion of the employes of the 


textile factories are women. It is a cardinal 
principle of the Soviets to care for the chil- 
dren. They begin to look after them before 
they are born. 
The law provides that'' 


women factory workers shall be released 
from work and shall be paid their wages 
for two months before and two months after 
the birth of their children. 


In connection with the factory, we visited 


a day nursery for the young children of the 
women workers of the factory. These chil- 
dren arp from two months to two years o£ 
age. 'i ne luothers bring them to the nurs- 
ery when they come to their work in the 
morning and take them home at 
night. 


Each child is .given a bath and clean clothes 
before entering the nursery. The mothers 
come from their work at regular hours to 


. nurse the babies of breast-fed age. If any 


of the mothers are in need of it they are' 
given an extra meal. 
The care of the children was evidently thor- 


oughly hygienic and at the same time mater- 
nal. 
The little two-year-olds had just been 


given their luncli. They came forth in a group 
and greeted us merrily. There were several 
rooms full of sleeping babies—fine 
healthy- 


looking babies; not one nervous, wakeful crying 
baby among them. 


"Where would these babies have been before 


this system of care-taking was installed?" I 
asked. "Left in the care of children too young 
to work, or locked up in a room without care," 
\viis the answer. 


Visits Workers' Homes 


E also visited buildings which were being 


us living quarters for the families 


of the workers. Each floor for this purpose has 
a community kitchen, laundry, and bath. Each 
separate family has one good-sized living room. 
The rooms we saw were clean and comfortably 
furnished. This arrangement we were told was 
a great improvement on former conditions. 


'."he first floor of the 
building has school 


rooms;, library, assembly hall, and so forth. The ': 
library books are much in demand, as we our- 
selves witnessed. Russia is in great need of 
books for its schools and universities and gen- 


j oral libraries. 


Illiteracy is being wiped out rapidly among 


the industrial workers. Out of 1,200 employes 
in one factory we saw, there were only GO who 
cutild not read and write. 


Adult schools are largely attended, we were 


told, in both city and country. Some one who 
had recently attended the graduation exorcises 
of a country school, related that men and 
women past fifty made speeches telling what 
the Soviet government had done for their edu- 
cation. 


The government is very much hampered, how- 


ever, in carrying out ils superb plan of education 
because of luck of funds. 
Russia was already 


very much exhausted before the revolution by 
her share in the world war, bu1: that exhaustion 
is forgotten by the Russian people today be- 
cause of what followed. They count time from 
the civil war, when Dunekin, Wrangcl, and Kol- 
chak, aided by the Allies, made their unsuccess- 
ful attempt to overthrow the Soviets. 
That 


period -was the supreme test of endurance, suf- 
fering, and sacrifice. 
Following this terrific 


strain came the famine. The wonder is that any 
government could survive at all. 
That Russia 


in spite of being an outcast nation has had the 
•power to recuperate and to maintain hope and

The Soviets' great danger as I saw it, is 


that in their overwhelming desire for de- 
velopment and for the means to carry out 
their tremendously big projects of. educa- 
tion and of social and physical betterment, 
they may yield to the temptation of selling 
too many concessions and sacrificing, as we 
did in the early development of the United 
States, the natural resources of Russia— 
land, timber, mines, water-power, 
.When I asked about the status of women in 


• Russia, whether they were organized and work- 
ing for specific ends, my question was met with 
a look of surprise' and wonder. 
The young 


woman with whom I was speaking said, "Men 
and women have' exactly the same status in 
Russia today—political, .economic, legal. 
We 


need no separate organizations. 
We all work 


together on an equal footing. We get the same 
pay for the same work and occupations, pro- 
fesaions, and schools are open alike to us.-" 


Everything that Alice Paul and the National 


Woman's Party are asking for in the United 
States is achieved in Russia under the Soviet 
government. So also'are all the reforms that 
Florence Kelley and the Consumers' League 
have been working for these long years achieved 
under the Soviet Republic. 
And there is no 


danger of a Supreme'.Court decision setting 
aside the results of those years of effort. 


An observant young American, connected 


with the American Relief for two years, told 
me that at the universities men and women lived 
in the same dormitories without' chaperonage 
and that this fact did not affect ithe conduct or 
the morality of either the men or the women 
students. 
. 


"VVe saw women traffic managers, women 


street car conductors, and one woman drosky 
driver. 
Two-thirds of dentists in Russia are 


women. 
The Russian Ambassador to Norway 


is a woman. A woman has recently graduated 
from the School of Marines. These transitions 
are not so extraordinary as they appear on the 
'surface when it is recalled'that Russian women 
have always worked in the fields and in ma'-.y 
lines of industry the same as men. 


Moscow is Medieval 


SCOW is medieval even for Russia," 
said a friend who met us at.the train. 


This is the first impression given by the high 
wall standing in a perfect .state of preservation 
us though the city still made use of'this means 
of defense.' The Kremlin .wall- encircling a 
small area within- the- city where stands the 
Czar's palace, the government buildings, em- 
phasize still more the ancient look of Moscow. 


Moscow, however, is not living in its past. 


It is a forward looking, ambitious metropolis. 
It is at present very'much overcrowded with 
its population, said to be over two .million peo- 
ple. • As in Petrograd, the "spirit of- Moscow is 
not that of an old decadent civilization, but 
rather' the spirit of the capital of a new nation, 
conscious of its unlimited but as yet undevel- 
oped resources. 
' 


At the same-time there is an appreciation of 


beauty, culture, and joy of. living not common 
to the materialistic stage of national develop- 
ment. Moscow is rich in art galleries and 
museums containing the most precious paint- 
ings and art treasures. It is significant that 
very little of art value was destroyed during the 
revolution. At least we were so informed. 


Some statues were destroyed by the mob. 


One monster monument of Alexander III on a 
colossal draft horse, erected in front of the 
Alexander railroad station, Petrograd, was al- 
lowed to .remain, with this inscription engraved 
upon it, "My father, Alexander the II, and my 
son, Nicholas, paid the price'of their folly .with 
their lives. ' Here I stand a scarecrow, as a 
warning to all evil-doers." 


In Moscow, Mr». Manly and I visited, •mar- 


ket—the largest in Moscow, It occupies quite 


"an area of ground. On either side of-the street 


there are a '(remt number of small .booths, put 
up and taken) down each day, we are. told, where 
food, clothing, books, toys, and 
< every" kind of 


merchandise, are sold. It was 'a market place 
under the Czar's'government. When the Soviets 
came into power they declared all private trad- 
ing unlawful.. . But' the law could not be en- 
forced. 
The. people continued to come here to 


buy and sell in spite of lines and imprisonment 
and confiscation of goods. 


It is said that some of the old .aristocracy 


who were compelled to sell their furs and dia- 
monds and household goods here in revolution- 
ary times in order to keep alive, now have their 
own booths and are doing business side by side 
with the plain folks. 
. After the Soviets changed their economic pol- 
icy and repealed- the law forbidding private 


• trade, the people who had been trading here 
surreptitiously were somewhat afraid of a 
snare. But now confidence is restored and the 
greater majority of the every-day people of 
Moscow come here to barter and trade. 
117 E found the prices of common foodstuffs 
"' surprisingly low-^ Beef and mutton. 16 
cents a pound; salt pork'20 cents a pound; eggs 
25 cents a dozen; honey 20 cents; potatoes nine 
pounds for 1 cents; tomatoes 4 cents "a pound; 
beets two cents a bunch; granulated sugar 22 
cents a pound, r Clothing was high; boots and 
shoes of coarse quality from $7 to ?15; calico 
50 cents a yard; sheeting 60 cents a yard;thread 
20 cents a spool. 
' 


There is here to a certain extent the same 


discrepancy that exists in the United States—- 
the farmers receiving low prices for their prod- 
ucts and paying high prices for manufactured 
goods. The Russian workers have the advan- 
tage of the lower food prices, but their wages 
are lower than with us. 
*TP"HE Soviet government is straining every 
• 
nerve to harmonize factory and farm work- 


ers. 
In the heart of Moscow there is an in- 


stitution called "The Peasant's House." It is a 
sort of keynote to the Soviet policy of welding 
the industrial and agricultural workers together 
into one political and economic unit. 


The large building is designed to meet the 


many-sided needs of the peasants. Here they 
can get expert advice as to the marketing of 
their crops, buying of household goods, farm 
machinery, and so on. They can learn the best 
methods of soil cultivation, stock breeding. 
If 


they are in any kind of trouble, financial or 
legal, or if their crops or cattle are suffering 
from disease, they are sure/ of getting disinter- 
ested advice and help at the Peasant's House. 
There are many rooms .de-voted to most excel- 
lent permanent exhibits of every phase of im- 
proved methods of agriculture, farm buildings 
and machinery, domestic and community, living 
in general. 
' . 


Because of the illiteracy in Russia they have 


developed a wonderful degree of skill in con- 
veying information by cartoons. Scientific facts 
are made so impressive that not only can one 
read and run, but one cannot forget what one 
has read on the run. 
Nowhere have I ever 


seen more effective instruction as to the hy- 
gienic care of infants than in the exhibits on 
the walls of a large room devoted to that one 
subject in the Peasant's House. 
And so with 


other subjects taught by this method. 


The Peasant's House has a. small emergency 


hospital, laige dormitories and wash rooms, 
reading and rest rooms for peasants. Each fac- 


; tory "adopts" a peasant village. 
A represen- 


tative is chosen whose special work is" to give 
assistance and act as guide to'any peasants com- 
ing to Moscow from 'that village! 
Groups of 


peasants were being conducted through the 
building by such guides. 
In •-.the consulting 


rooms there were those receiving instruction 
in fruit culture; others in' financial distress 
getting advice as to the best means of bor- 
rowing money; there was a farmer whose 
stock was sick; there, was a sad-faced woman 
who had been separated from her family in 
the famine seeking to get back to them. 


One 'of the inducements that, took us. into 


Russia was' that we were reliably informed 
that.there was an exhibition, of great interest 
arid value being, held in Moscow.- We 'found 
this All Russian Fair very much worth while. 
It was highly creditable and illuminating. 
Within a period of four or five months a deso- 
late tract of land on the bank of the river at 
the edge of the city had been attractively and 
conveniently laid out; good-looking buildings 
some of them of a permanent nature,.had been 
constructed,;and exhibits of an unusually in- 
structive nature completed.

Dangerous Precedent Has 


Been Established

DANGEROUS precedent—a prece- 
dent that may plague the progress- 


ives considerably in the future, was laid 


' down yesterday when Gov. Elaine and 


State Treasurer Levitan, as members of 
the emergency board, voted to appropri- 
ate $155,000 of state funds to the uni- 
versity and the normal schools. Fred R. 
Zimmerman, secretary of state, the other 
member of the board, voted against the 
proposal.

..failure'of the legislature to pass educa- 
tional appropriation bills at the last ses- 
sion.

HE constitution of the state of Wis- 
. consin specifically and without qual- 


ification provides that the legislature 
shall have the sole power to appropriate 
money. This power cannot be delegated. 
Gov. Elaine accurately stated the objec- 
tion to the emergency board in his mes- 
sage to the legislature on March 3, 1921 
when he said: 


. The constitution provides that no -money shall 


be paid out of the public treasury, unless there 
is an appropriation therefor, and the only 
qualified authority in Wisconsin to make appro- 
priations is the legislative department. 
If the 


legislative department has not made sufficient 
appropriations the responsibility rests with it 
and no public official has any right to assume 
that responsibility and create a condition which 
may imply an obligation upon the legislature 
to make an additional appropriation, A public 
official who 
creates a condition that brings 


about a deficiency in his department has usurped 
yo-.vers, and brings himself within the prohibi- 
tion oi the statutes.*

HE present emergency law was en- 
acted during the Philipp regime as a 


war measure. 
Competent authorities 


have held from the day of its passage 
that the law is unconstitutional. The 
law should have been repealed by the 
progressives. 


When the law was passed, it was bit- 


terly attacked by the progressives as a 
usurpation by three state officials of the 
legislative right to appropriate money. 
If thi'ee men can appropriate the state's 
money why have a legislature was the 
argument. For progressives now to do 
the very thing that was criticised in the 
Philipp regime is strange procedure, in- 
deed.

HE viciousness of the emergency 


board law is illustrated by what has 


happened recently. The officials of the 
university had the audacity to come be- 
fore the board and ask fo:- appropria- 
tions of nearly 5700,000 as emei-gency 
appropriations. Included in this amount 
was a request of over $300,000 for new 
buildings and grounds. Even dining the 
Philipp regime it was never suggested 
that the emergency board appropriations 
should be for any other purpose than 
purely emergency operation expenses. 
Now the emergency act is being -stretch- 
ed to cover capital account purposes. The 
university, later, very properly with- 
drew its request for the $300,000 for new 
building*. 


Suppose that the emergency board was 


dominated by men ready to grant the re- 
quest of the university for $300,000 for 
buildings as an emergency appropria- 
tion? That would mean that university 
buildings could be erected without the 
O. K. of the legislature. Is that a prin- 
ciple which the people of Wisconsin want 
tc adopt?

HE CAPITAL TIMES has always 
contended that the principle of the 


emergency board law is wrong. 
The 


progressives have now bnen placed in the 
position of doing the very thing which, 
under another regime, they held to be 
wrong. 
>There 'is no situation at the 


present time that warrants the action 
that has just been taken. We have^ot 
been shown that any serious emergency 
exists in either the university or the nor- 
mal schools. The effort to argue that a 
special session of the legislature would 
be necessary unless the emergency board 
acted is not proven. 


Mr. Zimmerman has rendered a serv- 


ice to the state in the position that he 
has taken on the emergency board ques- 
tion. In refusing to be a party to legis- 


lative usurpation, he haa been on solid 
ground. He has taken the ground that 
a true progressive should take. In addi 
tion, Mr. Zimmerman has undoubtedly 
saved the state considerable money. The 
emergency board action has been, stalled 
from week ,to week because of Mr. Zim- 
merman's refusal to O. K. appropria- 
tions. 
The appropriations have been 


pared considerably from earlier meetings. 


The progressives should pledge them- 


selves in. the coming campaign to repeal 
this vicious law at the next session of 
the legislature. The principle back of 
the emergency law should not be permit- 
ted to gain any foothold in a democratic 
commonwealth.

Some of the conditions he 
describes should strike home to the American 
people, whose peace and plenty are about to 
expand themselves in generous Christmas giv- 
ing. He says most of the German childi-cn re-. 
ferred to above do not get any warm meals or 
any bread at all. Most of the towns obtain only 
one-tenth of the milk they received in peace 


i time, so that the babies and small children are 


j deprived of this necessary article, of diet. 
In- 


stead, they get coffee and sacchrine. 


Although the birth . rate declined in -Berlin 


j by 30 per cent, the infant mortality during the 
| last three months wa^ 21 per cent higher than 
| last year. He says half the newly born chil- 


dren have been transferred to opphan asylums 
because, the parents cannot provide for them. 
Approximately three million people are with- 
out underclothing and shoes, while babies are 
without clothes and in many instances 
bed 


clothing is entirely missing. Meat consumption, 
excluding imports, was 123 poands- per capita 
in 1912, 84 pounda in 1922 and the estimate for 
the first six months of 1923 is only 34 pounds. 
Thirty-five per cent of the entire German pop- 
ulation, including men, women arid children, are 
being supported out of public funds. Five mil- 
lion people are without work .and an additional 
one and a half million are working- short time. 


These conditions must touch a responsive 


chord of .American sympathy. They should ap- 
peal to us with the greatest force. The des- 
perate plight of the German, people, whose kin 
and descendants arc so largely represented in 
our racial make-up, is" a humanitarian appeal, 
that should go to the very heart of this na- 
tion. We have, as a-matter of fact, already 
given liberally to .Germany, bi>f, we must give 
still more.
